Says Checked 
Before Flying 
to Louisiana 


WASHINGTON, (AP) - Chair- 


man Jerome K, Kukendall of the 
Federal Power Commission said 
today he checked with Rep, Oren 
Harris 
(D-Ark) before hand to 


colleagues flew to Louisiana in a 
big gas company's private plane. 


Harris, chairman of a House 


subcommittee investigating FPC 
activities confirmed that Kuyken- 
dall;had talked to him beforehand 
and: said t'hat he saw nothing 
wrong in what the FPC commis- 
sioners did. ., 


"I would do the same thing my- 


self under similar circumstances," 
Harris told reporters. 


Kuykendall 
acknowledged last 


night that he and two other FTC 
members' made the flight in the 
gas company's plane last month 
to ..attend the funeral of FPC Com- 
missioner John B. Hussey, who 
died March 17, 
' Harris said Kuykendall called 
him the day before and said the 
only way he could get'to Louisiana 
in time for the funeral was to 
make the flight in a private plane, 


"I told him to go ahead," Harris 


said; "I think it was a perfectly 
proper thing to do and anyone who 
makes anything out of t'his js 
pretty small." 


Kuykendall, asked why he had 


checked with Harris, said he did 
so because Harris is chairman of 
the committee considering legisla- 
tion to prevent backdoor influenc. 
ing of regulatory agencies, 


The FPC chairman said he was 


aware that waking the flight in 
the private plane might be open 
to question and possibly criticism, 
and that he wanted to obtain Har- 
ris' advice before making the 
flight.
